| Pope, Bishop Maher deplore tragic death 


Slain El Salvador archbishop 
victim of violence he oppose 


Bishop Leo T. Maher of San Diego was quick to 
“deplore. the tragic death” of Archbishop Oscar 
Arnulfo Romero of San Salvador who was shot dead 
March 24 as he celebrated Mass in a hospital chapel. 


“In the assassination of Archbishop Romero anew 
type of martyrdom is brought into focus, for he gave 
his life for human rights,” said the bishop. (Full text 
of statement below.) 


AT THE VATICAN, Pope John Paul I! called the 
slaying “a sacrilegious assassination” and a 
“detestable crime.” He called on the people of El 
Salvador “to put away forever all displays of mean 
violence and vengeance.” (See page 2.) 

Archbishop Romero, 62, became_a victim of the 
political violence he strongly opposed. In what 
became his final sermon, he pleaded for peace and 
justice to overcome the political hatred which was 
polarizing El Salvador. 


Archbishop Romero was known internationally as 
an outspoken opponent of violence and of the 
oppression of the poor. 


IN NOMINATING HIM in January 1979 for the 
Nobel Peace Prize, 23 members of the U.S. House of 
- Representatives said: 


“In a nation notorious for its disregard of basic _ 
human rights, Archbishop Romero stands out as an 
eloquent and unshakable opponent of oppression 
and violence. In calling for social and economic 
reform and in condemning government-sanctioned 
violence that has taken the form of widespread 
‘disappearances,’ arbitrary arrests, murder and 
torture, Archbishop Romero has become the most 
prominent spokesman in El Salvador for peace and 
justice.” 


ARCHBISHOP ROMERO was also nominated for 
_the Nobel Peace Prize by 118 British Members of 
Parliament and members of the House of Lords. 


“As a committed man of peace, he has rejected 
violence from whatever quarter of El Salvador’s 
poverty-ridden feudal society,” said the British 
parliamentarians. 


Archbishop Romero did not receive the Nobel 

. Peace Prize, but in March he won the 1980 peace 

prize of the Swedish Ecumenical Action organization 
for his efforts to end violence in El Salvador. 


AFTER RECEIVING: the award, he delivered a 
Sunday homily warning against further violence if 
social and economic reforms do not match “the 
people’s aspirations.” 

The archbishop received frequent death threats. 
On March 16, he said there was an attempt to 
murder him at Sacred Heart Cathedral in San 
Salvador. He said 72 sticks of dynamite had been 
discovered hidden in the sacristy, enough dynamite 
to destroy the church and several blocks of houses.in 
the heavily populated neighborhood. 


Archbishop Romero has been compared to St. 
Thomas a Becket, archbishop of Canterbury, a 
defender of the rights of the church against the 
British king. The saint was murdered on the steps of 
his'cathedral in 1170 by four followers of King Henry.

About 400 children at Resurrection 
School in Escondido participated ina 
roller derby-jogathon to raise funds 
for aid to children in mission lands. 
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he visited El Salvador to help negotiate the safety of 
50 Jesuits who had been threatened with wholesale 
assassination unless they left the country. The 
Jesuits were accused of communist subversion. 


In February, Archbishop Romero said a Vatican 
source had warned him that he was on the current 
list of the death squads formed by rightwing 
terrorists. 


“No one can really kill the clamor for justice,” he 
said. 


ALSO IN FEBRUARY, the archbishop asked - 
President Jimmy Carter not to interfere in El 
Salvador by providing further military aid. Citing 
brutal repression of civilians by “unscrupulous 
military men,” the archbishop said that military aid 
would only increase the violence. . 


On Jan. 30, Pope John Paul received Archbishop 
Romero in a private audience. The archbishop said 
afterward the pope fully supported efforts by the 
church to establish social justice in El Salvador by 
peaceful means. 


In a pastoral letter last October, Archbishop 
Romero said the few rich people in El Salvador, in 
their determination to keep fabor cheap, were 
suppressing all efforts of peasants and workers to 

spemaniee. He seid 8 subservient military class, _ 
«invoking national securit 

repression, with a mounting toll of deaths, arrests, 
torture, exiles and missing prisoners. 

A SMALL, BESPECTACLED man with a deferential 
manner in personal relations, Archbishop Romero 
lived in a small apartment at the back of Divine 
Providence Hospital in San Salvador. It was in that 
hospital’s chapel that he was killed. 

Born into a poor family in El Salvador on Aug. 15, 
1917, he became archbishop of San Salvador in 
February 1977.

NUNS DIE IN FIRE —A fire killed 10 women, including 
nuns, in a London hostel run by the Missionaries of 
Charity, the order founded by Mother Teresa of Calcutta. 


PRELATE’S PLEA SUPPORTED — A coalition of church, 
student, labor and human rights groups staged a march 
to the White House in support of arequest by Archbishop 
Oscar Romero of San Salvador, El Salvador, that the 
Carter administration withhold military aid to the armed 
forces of his country. 


DIVIDED CHURCH NOT JUSTIFIED—“There is no 
biblical justification for a divided church,” said Anglican 
Archbishop Edward W. Scott, primate of the Anglican 
Church of Canada, who was keynote speaker at the 17th 
National balances on Christian Unity, held in Seattle, 
Wash. 


MORE PUBLIC AID URGED—The New York State 
Catholic Conference has joined other religious groups in 
urging the state legislature to raise public assistance 
grants to the needy from the 1972 level at which they 
were frozen. Cardinal Terence Cooke of New York has 
described the present level of public assistance — which 
gives a child $2.00 a day to live on—as “inhuman.” 


LEADING PEOPLE TO CHRIST —Leaders of several 
Christian denominations, including the Catholic Church 
have launched a coordinated effort to lead people to a 
knowledge of Jesus Christ. The evangelistic campaign, 
called United Christian Witness, is scheduled between 
Easter and Pentecost Sunday in Kentucky. 


ABORTION BILL APPROVED — The Kentucky Senate 
has passed, 34-1, and sent to Gov. John Y. Brown Jr. a bill 
requiring that all abortions after the first three months of 
pregnancy be performed ‘in a licensed hospital, instead 
of in outpatient clinics as now. The House had earlier 
adopted the bill 80-9. . 


PAPAL ‘ALTAR’ CASE APPEALED —The city of 
Philadelphia is continuing its appeal of a federal judge's 
decision that the city cannot pay for the altar on which 
Pope John Paul I! celebrated Mass last October. Calling 
the expenditure a violation of the First Amendment, U.S. 
District Judge Raymond J. Broderick in November

CHURCH ROLE FILMED — The unique role the Catholic

NEW ECUMENICAL CLIMATE — The “new climate” in 
ecumenical relations today gives more opportunity for 
common witness among Christian churches, according 
to a report approved at the recent annual meeting of the 
Catholic Church-World Council of Churches joint working 
group in Marseilles, France. 


ST. JOSEPH ‘MAN OF ACTION’ —St. Joseph was ‘‘a 
man of action” and his intercession is needed for the suc- 
cess of the world Synod of Bishops next October, said 
Pope John Paul Il on March 19. Morethan 16,000 people 
attended the pope's two general audiences on the feast of 
St. Joseph of Nazareth, a Vatican holiday. . 


Continuing a pattern of recent weeks, the pope met 
with about 6,000 Italian children in St. Peter’s Basilica, 
then went to the Paul VI Audience Hall for an encounter 
with more than 10,000 adults from Italy and other 
countries. He told the young people that “you are the 


hope not only of the world, but especially of the church - 


and of the pope in particular.” 


LENT AN AFFIRMATION —Lent represents a “second 
catechumenate” —a mature affirmation of the promises 
made at baptism—in which Christians must confront 
their faith in Christ, the pope told 10,000 university 
students in a special pre-Easter Mass in St. Peter’s 
Basilica. 

ORTHODOX MEETINGS TO START — “The first series 
of meetings between Catholic and Orthodox theologians 
will take place at the end of May on the Greek island of 
Patmos,” said Vatican Radio.

ARCHBISHOP’S MURDER ‘DETESTABLE’ — The killing 
of Salvadorean Archbishop -Oscar Romero .was’ a 
“sacrilegious assassination” and a “detestable crime,” 
said Pope John Pauf 1 March 25. 


“My soul was pierced with pain and affliction upon 
learning the fatal news,” the pope said. “Archbishop 
Oscar A. Romero's priestly service to the:church remains 
‘sealed by the immolation of his life while offering the 
Eucharist. 


“The least | can do is express by profound reprobation 
as universal pastor at this detestable crime which, 
besides cruelly flagelating the dignity of the person, 
profoundly wounds the conscience of the ecclesiastical 
community and of those who cherish the sentiments 
of human brotherhood. 


“While piously commending the soul of the zealous 
archbishop, | lift up fervent prayers for the beloved 
children of El Salvador that they put away forever all 
displays of mean violence and vengeance, that they 
make more accessible the paths of faith and of Christian 
love, the force of which guarantees authentic salvation 
and justice among the children of El Salvador.” 
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Seek to stop workshops 


Parents protest K-12 
sex education program 


SAN DIEGO—A group of Catholic and 
Protestant parents who sought the 
cancellation of two workshops in San 
Diego on a proposed in-depth sex 
education curriculum for public school 


grades kindergarten through 12th have — 
“succeeded in postponing those work- 
~ shops. 


One of the group, Roanne Shamsky of 
Solana Beach, said the parents are now 
seeking a court restraining order to keep 
the state Department of Education from 
holding any more of the workshops slated 
for several more counties. 


THE WORKSHOPS were scheduled for 
March 26 for sixth-eighth grade teachers 
and March 27 for secondary grade 
teachers to “field test’ the proposed 
program, “Education for Human 
Sexuality.” 


The group, which included the Rev. Tim 
La Haye of Scott Memorial Baptist Church, 
San Diego, and members of local right-to- 
life organizations, met with Dr. John W. 
Hunt, assistant superintendent for 
instructional services for the San Diego 
County Department of. Education. 


Dr. Hunt got the workshop delayed to 
May 6-7 to give the group time to check out 
an alleged illegality in the program with 
the state Board of Education, said a 
spokesperson for Dr. Hunt. 


THE GROUP was concerned about the 
procedure of the document not following 
state board policy, the spokesperson 
added. 


But in the meeting with Dr. Hunt last 
Thursday the parents appeared to be 
more worried about the effects of the sex- 
education program, which they called the 
most extensive one ever, and the 
workshops on their children. 


Dr. Hunt refused to debate the morality 


of the contents of the program since it was 
originated by the state education 
department and beyond his influence. 


THUS, HE limited the topic to whether or 
not he should call off the workshops, 
conducted by the state education 
department, as had been done in 
Humboldt County. 


Although primarily for teachers, 
administrators, nurses and other 
specialists have been invited. The 
workshops, also opened to parents, try to 
explain the program and seek feedback, 
according to Dr. Hunt. 


He contended that these were 
professional people who would be open to 
the contents of the program and provide 
reaction to help the state board decide

whether or not to implement the new sex 
education course. 


BUT SHAMSKY said, “They say the 
workshops are to get input. But actually it 
is teacher training. The program offers no 


_ opportunity for input.” 


According to the report of the Citizens 
Advisory Group on Family Life/Sex 
Education in Humboldt County, the 
“program provides for explicit instruction 
in not only human sexual intercourse but 
in alternative sexual ‘life-styles,’ abortion, 
masturbation and other disputed topics. 


“Beginning in pre-school or kindergar- 
ten with mixed-group restroom. visits, 
followed by a description of the male and 
female genital organs, the program calls 
for children of three to five to study human 
sexual intercourse,” the report said. 


“AT AGE NINE: children study 
conception, ejaculation, nocturnal 
emissions and all the contraceptive 
methods, services and products available. 


“At age 12 children ‘visit a local drug 
store to check the availability of 
contraceptive products’ and they learn 
that ‘pregnancy prevention services are 
available to young people...without 
parental consent.’ 


“ALSO AT AGE 12 they study ‘unplanned 
pregnancy’ and they learn that the 
decision for an abortion is theirs alone to 
make... They learn the address and phone 
numbers of all family planning clinics in 
their community and the bus routes to 
them. They listen to speakers from 
Planned Parenthood.” 


“At age nine...two recommended 
Planned Parenthood pamphlets tell them 
‘masturbation is a perfectly acceptable, 
useful, comforting thing to do with sexual 
feelings; and will make you feel more 
relaxed.” 


The report continues, “The authors of 
the program claim it is designed to 
counteract ‘high rates of adolescent 
pregnancy.’ State vital statistics, however, 
show that the birth rate among California 
teenagers may be at its lowest level in 
history, having fallen 43 percent since 
1960.” 


AFTER -READING an article on the 
proposed program in the Wanderer, a 
national Catholic newspaper, Shamsky 
heard of the Humboldt County protest and: 
contacted the citizens’ group there on 
March 13 to receive information. 


It was after material was received that 
the group here formed and sought a 
meeting with the county superintendent of 
schools who sent them to Dr. Hunt.

IMPERIAL VALLEY —Efforts are 
underway in the Imperial Valley to expand 
pastoral services for handicapped 
persons, according to Sister Kathryn 
Jennings, coordinator of special 
education for the San Diego diocese. 


Due to cooperative efforts of the Office 
of Religious Education and the El Centro 
Deanery, a Catechist Formation Program 
for teachers of the deaf and mentally 
retarded is scheduled to begin -in 
September. 


CURRENTLY, Father Mark Medaer, 
pastor of Our Lady of Guadalupe, Calexico, 
has the only’ program for mentally 
retarded persons in the area. Plans to 
begin classes in El Centro and Brawley are 
on the drawing board. 


“Our efforts are in several areas. We 


need to increase awareness, first of all, 
about the needs and gifts of the 
handicapped,” said Sister Kathryn. 


“The second is assessment. We have to 
seek out people with handicaps. Training 
is another area,” she said. “Catechist 
formation for teachers in special 
programs will be offered soon. 


“THE LAST area,” she added, “is to 
provide opportunity for spiritual growth. 
Liturgy and sacramental celebrations 
should be adapted according to the needs 
and retreats must be assessible. 


“But, there must not only be the 
assessibility of programs and buildings, 


but also assessibility of the heart to make. 


them feel part of our Christian community 
and that they are important persons to us,” 
said Sister Kathryn.

We've read for years now of the ever-widening gap in 
family communication.

We allow children under 16 to obtain contraceptives 
without the knowledge of their parents—even though 
those same teen-agers have to abide by a curfew 
imposed by the family or the city; even though the 
parents are responsible for their children’s actions and 
welfare in every other aspect of home and society. 

There goes the problems of unwed mothers. 


“We turn our backs as thousands of “unfit” women are

sterilized, and as other thousands of men and women 
wait on death row while capital punishment is restored in 
state after state. 


There goes the problem with the poor, the misfits and 
the mentally blemished. 


But wait! There are still some dedicated and loving 
individuals in this crazy-quilt society who have at least 
patches of solutions. Sew those patches together. and we 
may come up with a comforter. 


Bishop. Walter Sullivan of the diocese of Richmond, 
Va., challenges us to be “pro-life across the board,” 
considering the rights of every individual to dignity 
through attention and care from birth to natural death. 


London Nobel medicine winner Maurice Wilkins stifles 
the idea of the “superbaby” because it’s “a bad idea in 
that it encourages human beings to think some are better 
than others; that people are biologically determined.”

Will state kill prison chaplaincy program? 


Is California’s chaplaincy. program for 
correctional institutions and state 
hospitals in jeopardy? 


For the last 49 years, on a formal badis. 


California has offered spiritual guidance 


to inmates of prisons and youth authority 
facilities and patients of state hospitals. 


MOST OF the 75 chaplains are 
concerned, lest Proposition 9, coupled 
with an “unpopular” administrative ruling, 
render the service meaningless. 


A recent decision of the State Personnel 
Board that seminary training be deleted 
from the requirement to qualify as a 
Protestant chaplain has triggered the 
furor. 


Now there are rumors that should 
Proposition 9 (Jarvis Il) be adopted by the 
voters in June there. is danger the 
chaplaincy staffs would be drastically 
reduced, if not eliminated entirely. 
Proposition 9 would cut state income tax 
revenue in half or by more than $4 billion. 


THE CHAPLAINS are so alarmed they 
have banded together to hire William 
Grimm, veteran legislative advocate for 
state employee causes, as their 
spokesman. 


“The decision to delete the seminary 
‘requirement for Protestant chaplains, but 
not for the Catholic and Jewish

counterparts, is patently discriminatory in 
intent and | believe is the only forerunner 
ofa move to eliminate the Chaplaincy 
altogether,” said Grimm. 


Msgr. John A. Dickie, executive director 
of the California Catholic Conference and 
a priest of the San Diego diocese, 
wholeheartedly backs the chaplains. 


“HISTORICALLY, the chaplaincy was 
established not at the request of the 
Department of Corrections because of 
problems of having untrained local clergy 
ministering to the inmates, a policy which, 
| understand, Corrections now intends to 
reverse,” Msgr. Dickie said. - 


He said seminary training brings a 
“unique dimension” to the chaplaincy 
program. ~ 


“It is this unique dimension,” he added, 
“that will often urge the hardened criminal 
or the deeply troubled patient to seek out 
and listen to a cleric when he is open to no 
one else. This unique dimension is 
acquired, | believe, through the 
combination of study and experience of 


life found in a seminary and in no other 


way.” 


THE ARGUMENTS in favor of changing 
the civil service specifications for the 
chaplaincy positions were made 


principally by spokesmen for Protestant 


evangelical congregations. 


These churches, by and large, do not 
require seminary Ueioins for ordination of 
their clergy. - 

The issue came to the Perconnel Board 
as the result of action against Kenneth 
Leep, a California Youth Authority 


chaplain, because he does not have- 


seminary training. He is a member of the 
Assembly of God Church. 


‘Herbert E. Ellingwood, attorney for Leep, 
contends the denomination to which the 
chaplain belongs should set the require- 
ments for ordination, not the state. 


“THE EVANGELICALS do not require 
seminary training but their pastors are 
educated in their many Bible colleges,” 
said Ellingwood. “This comes down to a 
question of religious freedom. The 
requirement that the state set the 
standards is unconstitutional, we believe.” 


The State Advisory Board on Institution- 
al Religion supports the efforts of the 
chaplains to overturn the Personnel 
Board’s decision, which came on a 5 to-0 
vote last December. 


The advisory board members include 


representatives of the Catholic faith, the 
Northern California Ecumenical Council, 


the Southern California Council of 


Churches, the Board of Rabbis, both north 
and south; the Salvation Army, the Church 
of Christ, Scientist; Greek Orthodox 
Church and the Muslim faith. 

GEORGE WARNER, assistant deputy. 
director of the Department of Corrections, 
said the department did not initiate and 
did not support the deletion of seminary 
training for chaplains. 


“We favor that seminary training stay in 
the job specifications,” he commented. 
He also denied emphatically that the 


. department has any intention of doing 


away with the chaplaincy program. 

The chaplaincy program was. esta- 
blished in 1931. In 1957 it was expanded 
to include separate chaplains of the major 
faiths: Catholic, Protestant and Jewish, on 


«the ground 90 percent of the inmates and 


patients in the institutions come from’a 
religious. background in one of those 
faiths.

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Is the family as we know it really dead? 


You've all seen and heard those 
portentous predictions: The American 
family, as we have known it, is dead! 


The immediate causes of this death are 
identified as two: The freedom of choice 
provided by effective methods of birth 


control and the liberation of women to- 


choose careers other than motherhood 
and family life. 


HAVE NO ILLUSIONS that we are going 
to return to the warm, simple family life 
which Norman Rockwell depicted on the 
covers of the Saturday Evening Post; 
there’s no way that the family can escape 
the effects of social and cultural change in 
a nation. 


My criticism of these forecasts is that 
they are ridiculously premature. They 
might turn out to be accurate..:and so 
could my January forecast of the 
November presidential election. 


But | would be an idiot if | now put 


~ money on the hopes of one presidential 


candidate. There are too many uncertain- 
ties; there is not satel relevant 
information. 


THE SAME THING IS true, | believe, 
regarding the long-range effects of the 
women’s movement on family life. 


| have no doubt whatever that the 
women’s movement is one of the most 
significant social developments of this 
century. It is providing choices, 
opportunities which did not previously 
exist for half of our population. These 
options will remain; there’s no way that all 
women in America will again be 
programmed into a narrow set of roles: 
wife and mother, teacher, nurse, social 
worker, office help. 


But we have no way of predicting what 


specific decisions will be made by women 
ten or twenty years from now regarding the 
options open to them. 


THE MOMENT OF ANY major cultural 
change is a poor indicator of the long- 
range results of the change. There’s 
always something untypical about the 
experience of the group which begins life 
under one social pattern, lives through the 
change and continues its life under a new 
pattern. 


In the women’s movement, for example, 
there is an understandable emotional 
element—part anger and indignation, 
part crusading: enthusiasm—which will 
fade as our society accepts and becomes 
comfortable with its basic values. 


At this time, also, there is an abnormal 
situation in that most women are sensitive 
to the limitations and burdens imposed by 
social patterns of the past. But there is not 
yet enough experience to reveal the 
different limitations and burdens which 
will surely come with the social patterns 
developing at this time. - 


FOR EXAMPLE, most of us know men 
who are very successful in their 
professions, careers, jobs but who, at mid- 
life, discover a hollowness in this activity 
to which they have devoted so much effort. 


There’s no reason to think that the 
women who are beginning similar careers 
today will ESrane a similar disillusion- 
ment. 


“For many of these men, the relation- 


ships and values of their marriages and 


families provide an alternate support, a 


sense of accomplishment and self- ° 


respect. 


A WOMAN WHO HAS foregone family, 
possibly marriage, for her career will face 
a much bleaker situation. What will be the 
effect on the choices of young women of 
the next generation when commentators 
begin analyzing the psychological and 
emotional costs of these decisions? 


We don’t yet know how deeply 
embedded in the instincts and emotions 
of women are the values of giving birth, 
nourishing human life. 


We make generalizations about it, but 
we don't know what will happen to large 
numbers of women who forego it for the 
sake of a career. 


AGAIN, I’M NOT saying these forecasts 
are necessarily wrong. I’m reasonably 
sure that, whatever happens, the lives, the 
challenges, the problems of the next 
generation of women will differ from those 
of the past. 


But | don’t think that anyone can 


forecast, with reasonable assurance, what - 
effects these changes will have on family 


life.

Lent VI: Developing family spirituality 


Easter is here. He is risen. Yet again we 
are reminded that we are saved. Now, let’s 
act like it in the family. Let’s break out the 
smiles, the laughter, and the good dishes. 


Let's take a ride in the country and pick 
wildflowers together, jog in the park, or if 
we're too creaking for that, try a family 
volleyball or card game. It doesn’t matter 
what we do as long as we enjoy doing it 
together — parents, grandparents, teens, 
and toddlers. 


WHAT DOES that have to do with Easter? 


Or with family spirituality? Absolutely 


everything. 


Family spirituality begins with the family 
bond. It doesn’t make up for it. Sometimes 
families say to me, “We aren't getting 
along very well together. Maybe we ought 


_ to try some family prayer.” | never 


discourage them, but it’s rarely the answer 


to a family which doesn’t like being 
together. | encourage such families to 
seek some activities that will give them a 


~ sense of familiness, a bond that will lead 


them to comfortable prayer together. 


Some families go fishing, others roller 
skate on bicycle lanes. The Kennedys play 
touch football. In my large childhood 
family, we played cards a lot. Nearly every 
Sunday afternoon, somebody popped a 
dishpan of popcorn and brought out the 
cards. We laughed, shouted, and fought 
our way through “Hearts,” “| Doubt You,” 
and a variety of other family unifiers. 


IN MY FAMILY TODAY, we enjoy a good 
movie together. (My teen’s friends ask 
incredulously, “You went with your 
parents? And your little brothers? Gross.”) 
One of the most enjoyable evenings we've 
shared recently was seeing the delightful 
movie, “Breaking Away,” together. We 


laughed over the family conversation, 
cried over the poignancies, and cheered 
the bicycle race. 


Every couple of months, if we can work it- 


out, we get away to a borrowed cabin 
where we hike, show old home movies of 
when we were a younger family, play 
cards, and read five good books alone 
together. (| confess we confiscated one 

son’s “Guiness Book of World Records” to 
preserve our solitude and sanity. Every two 
minutes, we'd hear, “Did you knowthat the 
record life span of a roundworm living in 
someone's body was two years?”) 


Developing family spirituality is directly 
related to developing a sense of family fun. 
Two parishes | know have initiated a return 
to the family dance. 


IN BOTH, THE DANCES are immensely 
successful. Old square and round dances 


like the waltz quadrille, circle two step, 


“schottische, polka and the Virginia reel are 


joined in by the whole family. 


It's common to see a grandfather 
dancing with a little girl, a mother with a 
son, and families with other families. Both 
parishes originally intended to have one 
family dance but, like all good traditions, 
something so valuable to parish families is 
being continued. 


Dancing and laughing together is an 
appropriate way to end this six-part series 
on family spirituality. | hope that any 
newfound faith experiences in your family 
don't end with Lent but begin with Easter 
and continue through the whole 
springtime. 


That's what Easter is all about, after all, a 
new beginning and a new hope for all of us 


in God’s family. 
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The cross always leads to new life 


Sorrow and suffering can do unexpec- 


: ted things for us. We are not always ready 


to admit this, but admitting it and 
accepting it makes the pain easier to bear, 
and brings sense to what often seems 
senseless. 


When life is easy and smooth, it may 
make as little impact on us as do those 
fragile insects which skim the surface of 
the water in roadside pools, barely raising 
aripple. Butwhen we come in contact with 
difficulties and suffering, we can plunge 
down to the depths. 


The depths are frightening and usually 
we need help to come back to the surface 
but if we can overcome the fear and rest a 
while, acknowledging our need, the 
unexpected may happen. If we are willing 
to look and accept and learn, it is possible 
to come to a new awareness, to discover 
new visions and perceptions, to come to 
know what has only been hinted at before. 


THINGS ARE SELDOM as bad as they ~ 


seem to be. Even the worst that can 
happen is still a vehicle of hope; God’s 
goodness may still be unearthed in it; 
some potential for good must always be 
lurking in it. 


Q and A 


This week, as we enter the time of the 
passion and anticipate the glory of the 
Risen Christ, we might also take time to 
rejoice and marvel at the power and 
resilience of the human spirit. We can 
revel for a while in the gift of the Christ- 
centered spirit that is able to endure trial 
and rise above the circumstances that 
afflict us. 


In a way, we contradict what Christ has 
taught in his passion and resurrection 
when we allow ourselves to become 
miserable and overcome by circumstan- 
ces. Without taking on a Polyanna stance, 
our enduring reaction to what happens to 
us should be of Christian optimism. Even 
death has a happy ending! 


LENT IS A SOBERING time and life is 
often sobering. But when we celebrate 
Easter it is not in denial of all that Lent 
means —all the recollection of what the 
human condition can mean in terms of 
anguish and injustice. Our Easter joy is 
best expressed in the recognition that 
good will always prevail over evil; that life 
is not destroyed by death; that love is 
eternalized and that God does not forget 
his promises. 


Sorrow and suffering do have a place in 
human development. We may wish it were 
not so, but it is. We grow and find deeper 
meaning in life through suffering as much 
as in joy. In fact, the two are often so 
intermingled that we can find joy in the 
midst of sorrow and pain in the greatest 
joy. 

Death, birth, marriage, children growing 
up and leaving home, failure and success, 
youth and old age. In all there is the 
interaction of happiness and pain, and we 
would be less human without it. 


THERE IS MUCH MORE to life than we 
are able to perceive from our own limited 
vantage point. Even when all seems lost 
and our world falls tumbling about our 
ears, God's transforming love is. still 
operative, still guarding, guiding, guaran- 
teeing our lives forever. 


The cross is symbolic of the human 
condition — all the weight of unlovingness 
with which we burden each other's 
shoulders — but it is also symbolic of its 
transcendence. When Jesus rode into 
Jerusalem on Palm Sunday, to the cheers 
and waving palms of the crowd, the 
shadow of the cross was already heavy on 


his spirit. But when He was lifted up on 
Calvary, it was a foreshadowing of Easter 
and his triumph over the worst that his 
fellow beings could do to him. 


It would be very good if we could look 
ahead, beyond the things that confine and 
restrict us in the present, beyond the 
anxieties and anguish of here and now, 
and anticipate Easter in our own lives. 


- Particularly when things are bad and we 


are worried out of our minds, we need that 
long view. 


IT IS NOT ESCAPISM to fix our sights 
beyond the present. It is realism. Certainly 
we have to operate in the here and now, 
but we can do that best with invincible 
hope in the future and faith in the triumph 
of good. 


It is a philosophy for people who are able 
to face hard facts and unpleasant 
experiences without losing their direction; 
for people who can face the heartbreak of 
their own passion and know the 
penetrating joy of resurrection. It is for 
Christians, we who know that life would be 
too hard for us without the teaching of 
Christ and God's unfailing help. It is the 
Lenten philosophy of an Easter people.

Church Says a ‘dead’ marriage is valid 


Q: | read that the pope has rejected the 
view that “dead” marriages (marriages in 
which the mutual love and commitment of 
the partners has disappeared) should be 
recognized by the church as such and 
dissolved or declared null. My question: 
Why does the local marriage tribunal grant 
annulments? 


A: The tribunal certainly agrees with the ~ 


Holy Father that a “dead” marriage is still a 
valid marriage and cannot be dissolved. 
That is not the case in a declaration of 
nullity! — 

When such a declaration is given after 
much examination, the decree of nullity 
states that there was no marriage to begin 
with! That is an entirely different matter 
from what the pope was talking about. 


An example of a cause for a declaration 
of nullity might be the situation where the 
marriage was of very little duration — say, 
only a year or so. In this case it might well 
be proven that one of the partners 
simply—or perhaps unknowingly —was 
actually not capable ie a_ long-term 
decision. 


When the tribunal receives a petition for 


a declaration of nullity, you can be sure 
that they are positive and understanding 
in their investigation of the case. 


And when you hear of a declaration 
having been granted, remember that (a) 
each case is treated individually and (b) as 
an onlooker you most probably are not 
privy to— and rightly so—the confidential 
details involved. Moral: don’t jump to 


~ conclusion. 


Q: What is a born again Christian? Cana 
Catholic be one? 


A: The expression comes eke John's 
gospel which records the conversation 
between Jesus and Nicodemus: “I tell you 
the truth: no one can see the Kingdom of 
God unless he is born again” (3:5). 


Other expressions frequently used in 
this connection today are: “walking with 
the Lord”; “the inner release of the Spirit”; 
“renewal in the Spirit” (Pope Paul V1). All of 
these refer to an experience, “a sense of 
Christ's saving power and presence within 
one and the opening up of a new life of 
walking with Jesus by the power of the 
Spirit.” In an older, more traditional 


y 


theology, this was Summarized in the word 
“conversion.” 


Both in the gospel of John and in the first 
letter of Peter, the reference seems to be 
to a water-baptism, the original 
“conversion experience which. normally 
includes the preaching of the word of God 


in conjunction with subsequent baptism 
* in water and the Holy Spirit.” i 


For centuries, however, infant baptism 
has been the standard practice. The child 
is raised as a Catholic (or in another 
Christian denomination), professes the 
faith and sincerely tries to live a spiritual 
life but perhaps .“did not come to 
understand and to experience the very 
radical commitment which is involved in 
the total and unqualified acceptance of 
Christ as one’s Savior and as the center of 
one’s life.” 


Or to put it another way: “The 
Catholicism of such people was more like 
a philosophical, ethical ritual of 
involvement rather than a new life of union 
with Christ in which He was the source and 
center of their motives and their hopes, of 
their strengths, of their very being... It is 


only when, by the mysterious workings of 
God’s providential word and grace, they 
come to realize the full implications of the 
new life which was given to them in 
baptism, in seed, so to speak, that they 
make the total and radical commitment 
which is already implied. In this sense 
they can be said to be ‘born again.” 


So being “born again” does not mean. 
that the original baptism with water was 


invalid, nor does it imply that the person 


previously did not “know” Christ or that 
one’s past spiritual life was of little value; 
but “it does suppose a renewal and 
refreshment of all that was implicitly 
present before. 


“It does imply the activation of a 
Christian life on a higher level. It does 
suggest that one’s original baptism and 
confirmation now has come to full fruition 
in the life of the committed person.”

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Suffering is means of salvation 


Passion, or Palm, Sunday; March 30, 
1980. Isaiah 50:4-7; Philippians 2:6-11; 
Luke 22:14-23:56. 


It’s amazing! The one religious question 
that proved the most difficult for the 
biblical authors of the Old Testament to 
resolve was destined to provide the 
solution to the salvation of the human 
race. 


The question, of course, involves 
human suffering. Why? Why does a good 
God, a loving God, allow us to suffer as 
much as we do? The question reached its 
climactic expression in the book of Job: 
There the questioner goes so far as to call 
on God to give an account of Himself: 
“This is my final plea; let the Almighty 
answer me!” (Job 31:37). 


THROUGHOUT THE Old Testament 
there was the conviction that suffering was 
in some way associated with sin. Indeed, 
the opening chapters of Genesis say 
Clearly it was the sin of the first couple that 
introduced pain, suffering and death into 


_ the world. 


At times the association of sin and. 


suffering was almost reduced to a 
mathematical : formula. The suffering 
undergone by any person was thought to 
be directly proportioned to the number 
and gravity of the sins that person 
committed. One of the great merits of the 
book of Job was that it demolished that 
thesis. 


But the book of Job, classic that itis, did 
not come up with a final solution. What it 
does do is to show that once we experience 
the reality of God we recognize that the 
mystery of suffering is swallowed up inthe 
much greater mystery of God Himself. 


THE CHRISTIAN faith only intensifies 
the mystery; it doesn’t resolve it. It offers 
an astonishing number of insights into the 
manner in which God makes use of 
human suffering to bring ‘aes His saving 
will. 


Above all, it tells us that He willed the 
suffering of His own Son as the way to our 
salvation. That is what our liturgy 


‘celebrates on this Sunday. But the 
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mystery remains. 
Even the evangelists, who record for us 


the story of Jesus’ suffering and death, do 


not resolve the mystery, even while they 
proclaim its saving effects. For Mark it is 
the very moment of Jesus’ death that 
evokes the centurion’s confession that He 
is “the Son of God” (15:39). Matthew sees 
the _resurrection anticipated in Jesus’ 
death (27:52-53). John identifies the 
moment of His death with the giving of the 
Spirit (19:30). 

IN HIS GOSPEL, which provides the 
third reading for this Sunday, Luke just 
drives home the absolute necessity of 
Jesus’ suffering and: death. He uses a 
Greek word which, for him, spells out a 
divine “must.” It is the Father's will and 
there is no evading it. What is written in 
Scripture, Jesus tells His disciples, “must 
come to be fulfilled in me” (22:37). 


One of the most powerful presentations 
of this self-giving suffering of the Savior is 
offered us by Paul inthe second reading. It 
is an ancient hymn. It has been called the 
“kenotic hymn”. because of its use of the 


Greek word “to empty,” referring to the act 
whereby the Son empties Himself of 
divine glory and even of human dignity, 
accepting death, death, as Paul 
emphasized, “onacross.” Itis the epitome 
of human suffering. 


But the hymn goes on to say that it was 
precisely through death that exaltation 
came. “Because of this, God highly 
exalted him...” And his exaltation became 
our salvation. 


ALL OF THIS makes us realize that, 
while suffering is associated with human 
sin, it is also and even more mightily 
associated with divine love. We see 
suffering now as His self-giving surrender 
for us. 


The mystery, in truth, remains. But 
wasn't the author of Job right on the mark 
when he said that suffering loses its 
enfeebling effect when seen in the larger 
context of the mystery of God? And as 
Christians we would add, in the context of 
a divine love that chose,suffering as its 
means to save. 
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Pope didn’t restore Latin Mass 


WASHINGTON .(NC)— 
Pope John Paul II’s letter to 
the bishops on the Eucha- 
rist neither introduces new 
changes in the Mass nor 
does away with the reforms 
approved by the Second 
Vatican Council, liturgists 
commenting on the letter 
said. 


The liturgists noted that 
the letter cannot be inter- 
preted as -restoring the 
Latin Mass celebrated 
according to the rite 
approved by the Council of 
Trent in the 16th century, 
the Tridentine Mass. 


“IN NO WAY can it»be 
interpreted as a re-intro- 
duction of the Tridentine 
Mass,” said Divine Word 
Father Thomas Krosnicki, 


executive director of the 


secretariat of the U.S. 
bishops’ Committee on the 
Liturgy. 

The letter is “repeating 
the present directives with 
regard to the use of Latin, 
what the liturgical books 
state and the present 
practice of the church,” he 
said. 


“At the same time,” 
Father Krosnicki noted, 
“the letter is urging 
sensitivity toward those 
who by background have a 
fondness for Latin.” 


BOTH FATHER Krosnicki 
and Father. G. Thomas 
Ryan, director of the Center 
for Pastoral Liturgy at the 
Catholic University of 
America in Washington, 


* added, 


noted that the letter was a 
pastoral reflection on the 
Eucharist addressed pri- 
marily to the bishops, and 
through them to priests, 
deacons and the laity. 


The letter is “restating 
what has already been 
said,” Father Ryan said. 
Calling it a “reminder,” he 
“There's nothing 
really new.” 

Describing the papal 
letter as an. “attitudinal 
statement,” Father Ryan 
said it stresses the need to 
“safeguard the sacred 
dignity” of the Eucharist. 


POPE JOHN PAUL appar- 
ently is “a little concerned 
that people have gone 
overboard on change,” he 
said. 


New Ukrainian-Rite head sought 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— 
Pope John Paul I! opened 
the first Ukrainian-Rite 
bishops’ synod in 51 years 
by stating the need to 
“assure continuity” in’ the 
leadership of the Ukrainian 
Rite. 


Cardinal Josip Slipyi, 
exiled major archbishop of 
Lvov in the Ukraine (Soviet 
Union), is 88 years old. He 
has been leader of Ukraini- 
an-Rite Catholics for more 
than 35 years, though 
virtually all of that time was 
spent in a Soviet prison 
(1945-63) or in exile in 
Rome (since 1963). 


A REASON for calling the 
synod, which began March 
24, was to name candidates 
as Cardinal Slipyi’s coadju- 
_ tor archbishop with right of 
succession. 


“With you | heartily feel 
the need to assure the 
continuity of the high office 
of the major archbishop of 
Lvov,” the pope told the 
cardinal and 14 other 
Ukrainian bishops gath- 
ered in the Vatican’s 
Bologna Hall at 5 p.m. for 
- the first business session. 


The pope spoke for more 
than 20 minutes in Ukraini- 
an. He read from a pre- 
pared text, which was 
distributed to journalists in 
Latin and Italian. He also 
discussed the suffering 
church in the Ukraine and 
the desire for friendship 
and good relations with the 
Russian Orthodox Church. 


THE PAPAL address 
distinguished between the 
rights of the pope and those 
of the major archbishop in 
the Ukrainian Rite. — 


The pope noted that he 
had the right to call the 
extraordinary synod to 
nominate candidates to 
succeed Cardinal Slipyi. 


But he also noted that 
Cardinal Slipyi, with papal 
permission, had the right to 
call other synods. ( 


He said he wanted the 
naming of Cardinal Slipyi’s 
coadjutor “to be the object 
of a synod, both because of 
the importance of the event 
and in order to have the 
Catholic Ukrainian Church 
rejoice, through my inter- 
vention, in a moment of 
synodal unity as a manifes- 
tation of its communion 
with the vicar of Christ.” 


(Our Lady of Perpetual 
Help, San Diego, is the lone 
Ukrainian-rite parish in the 
San Diego diocese.) 


Bishops study budget cuts . 


WASHINGTON (NC) — 
The staff of the U.S. 
bishops’ conference could 


be reduced by 10 to 20 


percent under several 
proposals for budget cuts to 
be considered by the 
bishops at their spring 
meeting in Chicago. 

The budget cutting 


proposals are the result ofa 
decision by the bishops at 
their meeting last fall to try 
to find ways to avoid 
another increase in the 
assessment U.S. dioceses 
pay for support of the 
National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops and U.S. 
Catholic Conference. 


_ Father Ryan also noted 
that the pope points out 
that there are procedures 
and norms for having a 
Latin Mass according to the 
reformed rite. 

Father Frederick R. 
McManus, vice provost of 
the Catholic University of 
America and former execu- 
tive director of the secre- 
tariat of the U.S. bishops’ 
Committee on the Liturgy, 
said there is “no implica- 
tion whatever’ in the letter 
that the Tridentine Latin 
Mass is being restored. 

“THE POPE is merely 
saying,” he explained, that 
“those educated or brought 
up in Latin should have the 
opportunity to have Mass in 
Latin.” f 

Father McManus said the 
letter is a reminder that “if 
Latin is used, the provisions 
of the (Second. Vatican) 
council with regard to the 
participation of the people 
and the provisions of Pope 
Paul VI for the revision of 
the liturgy are to be 
observed.” 


Congressmen 


WASHINGTON = (NC)— 
Citing the constitutional 
guarantee of separation of 
powers, 245 members of 
Congress have challenged 
the right of a federal judge 
to order the government to 
pay for abortions.

Judge rules CETA program in 
church schools unconstitutional 


MILWAUKEE (NC)—A 
federal judge in Milwaukee 
for the second time has 
ruled unconstitutional the 
use of federal Comprehen- 
sive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) funds 


to hire employees for 


church-related schools. 


U.S. District Judge John 
W. Reynolds said involve- 
ment by church schools in 
the CETA program, even 
when CETA workers per- 
form various non-religious 
duties, is unconstitutional 
because of the excessive 
entanglement it creates 
between church and state. 


“NO MATTER what posi- 
tions are filled by these 
workers, this type of direct 
subsidization provides the 
affected religious institu- 
tions with direct and 
tangible benefits,” wrote 
Reynolds in a_ decision 
recently. 


“When such benefits are 
conferred out of public 
funds, the result is a 
violation of the First 
Amendment,” he added. 


Reynolds rejected con-
